REMARKS 

The Examiner has rejected claims 43-45 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph, 
as failing to comply with the written description requirement; specifically that the claims 
as amended contain new matter which is unsupported by the specification. Applicant 
directs the Examiner's attention to Example 1, pages 12-13, of the specification in 
which construction of the MuA promoter is detailed. The MuA promoter has 79% 
homology with the CaMV 35S promoter which was used as the template. Figure 3
